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FOREWORD 


The Research Division of the National Education Association presents herein 
its nineteenth annual compilation of Estimates of School Statistics. This report 
includes estimates for 1960-61 and revised estimates for 1959-60. The purpose ís 
to supply greatly needed current data on administrative organization, pupils, staff 
members, and revenues and expenditures of public elementary and secondary schools. 


This project is a co-operative one, involving the state departments of educa- 
tion and the state education associations as well as the NEA. Estimates are first 
prepared by the NEA Research Division, using all available information on new 
legislation and current facts on economic, social, and demographic developments. 
The Division's estimates are then submitted to the state departments of education 
and the state education associations for verification or revision. 


All 50 states participated in the development of this year's report--some 
verifying or revising all the estimates and some only part of them. In the tables 
of this report, state figures which have not been approved, revised, or altered in 
light of the comments from a state are marked as NEA Research Division estimates. 


Experience indicates that in recent years the estimates of national summaries 
have had a high degree of accuracy, and state-by-state summaries, a reasonable de- 
gree of accuracy. Over the years the state figures have improved as the users of 
thís report and the estimators on our staff have gained experience. Nevertheless, 
the figures should be identified as estimates, not as official or final figures. 
These data should not be used in lieu of official figures after the Biennial Survey 
of the U. S. Office of Education becomes available. With few exceptions, which 
are noted in the report, these estimates are consistent in definition with the 
final figures reported later by the state departments of education to the U. S. 
Office of Education. 


The totals for the United States for 1957-58 and for prior years include 48 
states and the District of Columbia. Alaska is included in the totals for 1958-59; 
and both Alaska and Hawaii, in the totals for 1959-60 and 1960-61. Figures for 
the Canal Zone, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands are given in Table 14.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


The school systems are the basic administrative. units for the operation of local elementary 
and secondary schools and for contracting for school services. In complexity of operation, basic 
units ranged from one-teacher rural systems to large metropolitan systems serving thousands of 
pupils. A system may be an independent governmental unit or a part of a state government, county, 
or other local government unit. The governing body of the system is the school board. The chief 
administrative officer is the superintendent. 


Basic Administrative Units 
(Table 1, columns 2 and 5) 


In organization, the basic administrative units of the public school systems vary greatly 
throughout the United States. According to the U.S. Bureau of the Census, the responsibility for 


the public schools of 50 states and the District of Columbia rests as follows: (a) with independ- 
ent school districts in 29 states; (b) with county, city, or town government in four states; and 
(c) with both (a) and (b) above in 16 states. In one state, Hawaii, the whole state is one basic 
unit for school operations. The basic unit in the District of Columbia is the District government. 


The number of basic administrative units has declined from 127,422 in 1931-32 to an estimated 
40,148 in 1959-60 and to 37,153 in 1960-61. The number of Systems decreased 2995, or 7.5 percent, 
from 1959-60 to 1960-61. 


The trend in the total number of basic administrative units in the states and the District of 
Columbia is shown below by combining the figures of the U.S. Office of Education with NEA Research 
Division estimates (NEA estimates are starred):

The number of public school systems in the 50 states and the District of Columbia in 1956-57 
was reported by the Bureau of the Census as part of the 1957 Census of Governments;2/ and the number 
in 1959-60, in a special study.J/ The U.S. Bureau of the Census reported 52,943 public school sys- 
tems in 1957 and 42,429 public school Systems in 1960. For 1959-60 the NEA estimated 2281 fewer 
basic operating units than the Census Bureau reported. About three-fourths of the difference in 
the 1959 figures is attributable to the difference in the number of districts reported for one state, 
Pennsylvania. The NEA reports the number of operating units in Pennsylvania, and the Census Bureau 
reported the basic legal entities, the districts. The Census Bureau figures also include public 
systems at the college level. Other differences arise from variations in time and method of col- 
lecting the figures. 


Board Members 
(Table 1, columns 3 and 6) 


With the decrease in the number of administrative units has come a decrease in the number of 
school-board members and trustees. These are citizens elected or appointed to determine policy and 
to exercise general supervision over the operations of the local school districts. The U.S. Office 
of Education reported a total of 423,974 school-board members in 1933. By 1959-60 the number of 
school-board members in basic units had decreased to an estimated 175,630. In 1960-61 the number 
of school-board members was estimated at 166,820. 


Superintendents of Schools 
(Table 1, columns 4 and 7) 


The superintendent of a school System is a professional person in charge of the administration 
of the activities of the local school district. The number of superintendents in basic units was 
estimated at 13,440 for 1959-60 and at 13,392 for 1960-61. These totals are smaller than the total 
number of persons with the title of “superintendent of schools" since they do not include state

Superintendents of intermediate units (such as counties in the Western states), and a few other 


special types. 
PUPIL POPULATION, ENROLLMENT, AND 
AVERAGE DAILY ATTENDANCE 
School-age population (5 to 17), enrollments, and average daily attendance are basic to the 
measurement of the size and cost of the public schools. State figures and the totals for the 50 


states and the District of Columbia for these three series are shown in Table 2 for 1959-60 and in 
Table 3 for 1960-61. 


Population 5-17 Years of Age 
(Table 2, column 2, and 
Table 3, column 2) 


The population aged 5-17 years is the age group which is significant for the elementary and 
secondary enrollments. Trends in the Census Bureau figures for this age group are shown below 
as of July of the years 1950 through 1960. The total population of the United States and the per- 
cent the age group 5-17 years is of the total population are also shown. All figures are from the 
U.S. Bureau of the Census Current Population Report. The Census Bureau estimates shown here for 
1960 are not revised for changes which will be made after the compilation of the 1960 Census of 
Population.

The school-age population (5-17) has increased from 30,730,000 in 1950 to 45,044,000 1n 1960, 
an increase of 46.6 percent. The total population of the United States, including the Armed Forces 
overseas, increased from 151,683,000 in 1950 to 180,529,000 1n 1960, a gain of 19 percent. The 
School-age population was 20.3 percent of the total population in 1950 and increased to 25.0 per- 
cent of the total population by 1960. From July 1959 to July 1960 the school-age population in- 
creased 3.4 percent while the total population increased 1.9 percent. 


Public-School Enrollment 
(Table 2, columns 3 to 6, and 
Table 3, columns 3 to 6) 


State-by-state estimates of enrollments for 1959-60 and 1960-61 are shown in columns 3 to 5 
of Tables 2 and 3. The NEA estimates include kindergarten in the elementary-school enrollment, 
include junior high schools in the secondary-school enrollment, and omit junior-college enroll- 
ments. These figures reflect enrollment by organization level, elementary and secondary, through 
the end of the school year. The following figures show the enrollments for the years 1950-51 
through 1960-61 in the NEA series.

A total enrollment of 37,244,284 is estimated for the school year 1960-61. This is an in- 
crease of 3.3 percent over 1959-60 and an increase of 44.4 percent over 1950-51. The percents of 
increase in enrollment over 1950-51 and for each year over the previous year are shown below.

Elementary enrollment increased 3.0 percent from 1959-60 to 1960-61, and since 1950-51 it has 
increased 32.9 percent. Secondary enrollment increased 4.2 percent from 1959-60 to 1960-61, and 
since 1950-51 it has increased an estimated 76.6 percent. 


Table 2, column 6, shows the 1959-60 enrollment in public elementary and secondary schools as 
a percent of the population aged 5-17; and Table 3, column 6, the 1960-61 enrollment as a percent 
of the population aged 5-17. In both 1959-60 and 1960-61, public elementary and secondary schools 
enrolled 82.7 percent of the population aged 5-17. The trend in enrollment as a percent of the 
population aged 5-17 is shown below:

The two enrollment series compiled by the U.S. Office of Education differ from the NEA series. 
For the fall enrollment series the U.S. Office of Education collects the figures on an organization 
basis (elementary and secondary enrollments rather than grade levels K-8 and 9-12. These are the 
enrollments at the beginning of the school year. The NEA enrollment estimates are cumulative en- 
rollments to the end of the school year. 


The enrollment figures reported in the Biennial Survey of the U.S. Office of Education are 
comparable to NEA estimates in respect to time and method of computation but differ in that the 
U.S. Office of Education divides total enrollment into grade levels rather than into the organiza- 
tion levels of the NEA estimates. The NEA estimates of total enrollment and the total figures re- 
ported later by the U.S. Office of Education in the Biennial Survey .are comparable. The estimates 
of the total enrollment in the NEA series shown above and the total enrollment figures reported in 
the Biennial Survey series of the U.S. Office of Education shown below have differed only slightly 
for the years 1950-51 through 1957-58. The difference between the U.S. Office of Education projec- 
tions of total enrollment for 1960-61 and the NEA estimates for the same year is less than 1 percent.

Average Daily Attendance 
(Table 2, columns 7 and 8 and 
Table 3, columns 7 and 8) 


The average daily attendance for the school year is the aggregate days the pupils were in 
school divided by the number of days school was actually in session. From 1959-60 to 1960-61, 
average daily attendance increased 1,104,967 to a total of 33,188,161, an increase of 3.4 percent. 
The figures below show the trend in average daily attendance by combining the figures of the 
U.S. Office of Education and the NEA Research Division (NEA interpolations and estimates are 
starred):

INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF MEMBERS 


The instructional staff comprises classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, librarians, 
guidance and psychological personnel, and related instructional workers. In these estimates the 
figures for the total instructional staff are closer to the actual figures than are the figures 
for the components of the staff. Over the years, the increased accuracy of state reporting has 
accounted for part of the shift among components of the staff. Another factor in the shift between 
classroom teachers and principals has been the gradual elimination of the position of teaching 
principal. The teaching principal, who was formerly classified as a classroom teacher, has become 
a nonteaching principal because of the consolidation of small districts or the growth of enroll- 
ments in districts. 


Total Instructional Staff 
(Tables 4 and 5) 


The total instructional staff in 1960-61 is estimated at 1,526,079. This is an increase of 
4.2 percent over the revised estimate of 1,464,930 staff members in 1959-60. The estimates of the 
NEA Research Division on the numbers of classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, and other in- 
structional staff are shown below for each year since the 1955-56 Biennial Survey of the U.S. Office 
of Education.

The elementary-school classroom teachers totaled 857,353 in 1960-61, a gain of 3.6 percent 
over the revised estimate of 827,875 for 1959-60. The elementary-school classroom teaching staff 
has increased 41.9 percent since 1950-51. 


By 1960-61 the secondary-school classroom teachers numbered an estimated 551,609, a gain of 
5.0 percent over the revised estimate of 525,180 for 1959-60. Over the years since 1950-51 the 
number of secondary-school teachers has increased 70.5 percent. 


For 1960-61 the total number of classroom teachers is estimated at 1,408,962, a gain of 4.1 
percent over the revised estimate of 1,353,055 for 1959-60. Since 1950-51 the total classroom 
teaching staff has increased 51.9 percent.

Teachers Lacking Full Certification 
(Table 6) 


Standards for certification of classroom teachers vary widely among the states. Because of 
the shortage of qualified teachers, most states have permitted the employment of teachers under 
substandard, temporary, or emergency credentials. Other states issue provisional certificates 


which are not deemed substandard since all teachers involved are presumed to be working toward 
standard certificates. The levels of preparation and experience required for these certificates 
(all of which represent less than full certification) vary among the states. The temporary employ- 
ment of these teachers is authorized until the states can obtain an adequate supply of fully quali- 
fied teachers or until these persons become fully qualified. It should be noted that the number of 
emergency teachers by state is estimated according to the states' respective certification require- 
ments. 


Since 1950, many states have increased the requirements for full certification so that many 
individuals who would have qualified for full certification in a state a few years ago now qualify 
only for these provisional certificates. On the other hand, the number of teachers lacking full 
certification understates the broader problem of teacher shortage because it does not include 
(a) the number of unfilled positions, (b) the number of teachers needed to reduce class size and 
teacher work load, and (c) the number needed to eliminate half-day sessions. A full report on the 
broader problem of teacher shortage may be found in the NEA Research Division Report 1960-R7, 
Teacher Supply and Demand in Public Schools, 1960. The figures below show the ratio of emergency 
teachers to the total number of classroom teachers for each school year, based on the requirements 
for the standard certificate that year, beginning with 1950-51 (NEA estimates are starred):

The number of emergency teachers has increased from 75,079 in 1950-51 to an estimated 93,917 
in 1960-61. While only little progress has been made in reducing the number of emergency teachers, 
the percent of classroom teachers lacking full certification decreased from 8.1 percent of the 
total number of classroom teachers in 1950-51 to 6.7 percent of the classroom teachers in 1960-61. 
This occurred at the same time states were increasing standards for full certification. In 1960-61, 
of the teachers who lack full certification, 70 percent are employed in the elementary schools; 
52 percent, in the rural schools. Fifty-two percent of these teachers have less than four years 
of college preparation. 


Instructional Staff Turnover 


In 1960-61 an estimated 126,665 persons, or 8.3 percent of the total instructional staff of 
the 50 states and the District of Columbia, will leave the public schools. The loss in 1959-60 was 
estimated at 124,520, or 8.5 percent, of the total instructional staff. These total figures for 
the nation are based on estimates of 46 states and the District of Columbia for 1959-60 and on esti- 
mates of 45 states and the District of Columbia for 1960-61.  Forty-four states and the District of 
Columbía estimated that 1.4 percent of the total instructional staff would retire in 1960-61 be- 
cause of old age or disability; these retired persons account for 16.3 percent of the estimated 
number leaving the public schools in these states. Because of the great differences among states 
in the age distribution of the instructional staff and the varying provisions for retirement, no 


estimate was made for states not supplying information. 


These figures do not show the movement of persons from one position to another within the school 
district. Neither do they reflect the turnover within a state, that is, teachers transferring from 
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one school district to another in the same state. The totals do include instructional staff mem- 
bers who move to other states. A number of these persons will continue in teaching positions in 
the state of their new resídence. 


Teachers' Salaries 
(Tables 8 and 9) 


The revised estimate of the average salary of the instructional staff in 1959-60 was $5159 
(Table 8). The estimate for 1960-61 is $5389 (Table 9). The gain of $230 represents an increase 
of 4.5 percent. 


These average salary figures are for the entire instructional staff--classroom teachers, prin- 
cipals, supervisors, and other instructional personnel. In the computation of the national average, 
each state average is weighted by the number of instructional staff members in the state. 


The trend in average salaries is shown below as a combination of figures of the U.S. Office of 
Education and estimates of the NEA Research Division (estimates are starred):

Salaries of the instructional staff have gained steadily in the past 10 years at an average 
annual rate of 5.6 percent. The average salary per member of the ínstructional staff in 1960-61 
is estimated at $2263, or 72.4 percent greater than the salary in 1950-51. The real gain in pur- 
chasing power of the salary is reduced by increases in the cost of living as measured by the 
Consumer Price Index of the U.S. Department of Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics. In September 
1960, the Index (1947-49 = 100.0) stood at 126.8. The purchasing power of the average salary of 
instructional staff members in terms of 1947-49 prices was $2876 in 1950-51 and had advanced to 
$4250 in September 1960-61. Insofar as the Consumer Price Index is an accurate measure of the in- 
creases in the cost of living for instructional staff members throughout the United States, the 
real gain in the purchasing power of average salaries amounted to $1374,or 47.8 percent in the 
10 years since 1950-51. 


For 1959-60 the estimated average salary of classroom teachers was revised to $4995, or 97 
percent of the average salary of the total instructional staff. The revised average annual salary 
of elementary-school teachers in 1959-60 was $4815; and of secondary-school teachers, $5276. 


For 1960-61 the average salary of classroom teachers is estimated at $5215, or 97 percent of 
the figure for the entire instructional staff. This is a gain of 4.4 percent over the figure for 
1959-60. The estimated average salary of elementary-school teachers in 1960-61 is $5034; and of 
secondary-school teachers, $5500. 


The average salaries of elementary-school teachers are lower than those of secondary-school 
teachers; however, over the past years the difference appears to be growing smaller. In 1950-51 
the average annual salary of elementary-school teachers was 81.9 percent of the corresponding 
figure for secondary-school teachers. By 1960-61 the average salary of elementary-school teachers 
increased to 91.5 percent of the salary estimated for secondary-school teachers. The decrease 
in the difference may be the result of several factors: (a) increased preparation of elementary- 
school teachers, (b) more acute shortage of elementary-school teachers in the past 10 years, 

(c) longer periods of service, and (d) improved status of the position of elementary-school teach- 
ers. 
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Table 8, columns 6 through 10, and Table 9, columns 8 through 12, show by state the percent 
distribution of classroom teachers by salaries paid. The trend in this distribution for the United 
States is shown below:

In 1952-53, about 6 in 10 classroom teachers were paid less than $3500. It is estimated that 


in 1960-61 fewer than 1 classroom teacher in 10 will be paid less than $3500. In 1952-53 only 
about 1 classroom teacher in 8 was paid $4500 or more. In 1960-61, almost two-thirds of the class- 
room teachers will be paid $4500 or more, almost one-third will be paid $5500 or more, and almost 

l in 7 will be paid more than $6500. 


State and sectional differences in teachers' salaries are great. The following figures show 
the average salaries paid the instructional staff by region for the years 1958-59 through 1960-61:

In 1960-61 a difference of $2252 exists between the average salary paid in the Southeast and 
the average salary paid in the Far West. In 1958-59 the dollar gap was $1965; in 1959-60 it was 
$2188. In these three years, the dollar gap has widened, but the percent relationship has not 
changed. 


SCHOOL FINANCE 


The total revenue and nonrevenue receípts of public elementary and secondary schools are esti- 
mated at $17,694,104,000 for 1960-61. This is an increase of 6.9 percent over the revised esti- 
mated total receipts of $16,558,153,000 for 1959-60. The total expenditures, including current ex- 
pense, capital outlay, and interest, increased from $15,283,847,000 in 1959-60 to an estimated 
$16,476,135,000 in 1960-61, an increase of 7.8 percent. 


Revenue Receipts 
(Tables 10 and 11) 


In this series, revenue receipts include all monies received from the general funds of the 
federal, state, county, and local governments; receipts from taxes levied for school purposes; in- 
come from permanent school funds and endowments; income from leases of school land; interest; 
tuition; gifts; charges; and the value of commodities received under the National School Lunch 
Program. 


For 1960-61, revenue receipts are estimated at $14,778,972,000, an increase of 7.7 percent 
over the revised estimate of $13,721,551,000 for 1959-60. From 1950-51 through 1960-61, school 
revenue receipts increased a total of 148.5 percent at an average annual rate of 9.6 percent for 
the decade. Below are shown the revenue receipts for the past ll years as reported by the U.S. Of- 
fice of Education and the NEA Research Division (NEA Research Division estimates are starred; 
double stars indicate a revised estimate):

Nonrevenue recelpts include all monies received from loans, sales of bonds, sales of prop- 
erty purchased from capital funds, and insurance adjustments. The nonrevenue receipts were 
$2,915,132,000, up 2.8 percent from the estimate of $2,836,602,000 for 1959-60. From 1951-52 to 
1960-61, nonrevenue receipts increased 140.3 percent. The trend in nonrevenue receipts is shown 
in a combination of figures from the U.S. Office of Education and the NEA Research Division (NEA 
Research Division estimates are starred):

Current expenditure per pupil in ADA increased from $224.23 in 1950-51 to an estimated $390 
in 1960-61, a gain of 73.9 percent. The median current expenditure per pupil in ADA in 1960-61

Capital Outlay 
(Tables 12 and 13, column 4) 


Capital outlay was estimated at $2,937,118,000 for 1959-60 and at $3,094,621,000 for 1960-61. 
The total figure for capital outlay excludes the outlay by state and local building authorities 
because the annual payments to the authority by the local school units are included in the esti- 
mates of current expenditures. The amounts spent by the authorities in four states, Georgia, 
Indiana, Kentucky, and Pennsylvania, totaled $220,900,000 in 1959-60 and $250,500,000 in 1960-61. 
The trend in expenditures for capital outlay is given on page 18 for the years 1950-51 through 
1960-61 by combining figures from the U.S. Office of Education and estimates of the NEA Research

The revised estimates of capital outlay for 1959-60 indicate a decrease of 4 percent from the 
estimates for 1958-59. Estimates for 1960-61 show an increase of 5.4 percent over 1959-60--a rate 
which is lower than the rate of increase registered over the years 1951-52 through 1958-59 when 
expenditures for capital outlay more than doubled. 


Interest 
(Tables 12 and 13, column 5) 


For the school year 1959-60 the total expenditure for interest was estimated at $407, 501,000. 
For the school year 1960-61 this expenditure increased to $451,950,000, a gain of 10.9 percent.
